Petersburg, June 5. 


N Wednefday laft, the 2d Inftant, in the Morn- 
ing, Velt Marfhal Count Munich’s Adjutant 
General arrived here, with the great and agreeable 
News, that his Excellency and the Prince of Hefle- 
Homburg, with about 30,000 regular Troops, and 
15,000 Coflacks, (the reſt of the Army not being come 
up,) attacked on the zoth paſt, by Break of Day, the 
Earthen Wall called the Precop, poflefled-by the Tartars, 
which is eight Fathom high, and about five Englith 
Miles long, reaching from the Palus Meotis to the 
Black Sea, which isa very deep dry Ditch, 25 Fathom 
broad; and that the Ruflians, with their Chevaux de 
Frize and Pikes fixed together, inflead of Ladders, had 
fcaled the faid Wall, and made themfelves Matters 
thereof, after a Difpute of 4 or 5 Hours, notwithftand- 
ing it was de‘gnded by above 80,000 Tartars and Turks, 
“at the Head of Which was the Tartar Cham. ‘That 
what greatly contributed to the taking this important 
Pafs with fo much Eafe, was Velt Marfhal Munich’s 
having made a falfe Attack at the End ef the Wall, 
where the Tartar Cham was in Perfon, which drew the 
greateft Strength of the Turks and Tartars to that Side, 
and by this Stratagem, the Weft End being not fo well 
guarded, the Ruffiansgot over the Wall there; which 
they had no fooner done, than the Tartar Cham and 
his Troops fled with fuch Precipitation, that 70 Pieces 
of their Cannon were taken by the Mufcovites, as was 
alfo the Cham’s Tent, two of his Coaches, and all his 
Baggage. A great many Janiffaries were killed in the 
Acuon, and feveral others made Prifoners of War, in 
four or five Towers that are on the Wall. About two 
Hours after the Arrival of the above Account here, the 
Cannon of the Citadel and Admiralty were fired, and 
her Czarian Majefty went to the Church in the Citadel 
to return Almighty God Thanks for the great Advan- 
tage her Arms had gained over the ‘Tartars. 

Hamburgh, Fune 17. O.8. The Length of the 
King of Denmark’s lllnefs, together with the Want of 
Forage and Provifions, having obliged the Court to 
think of fending the Troops (which on their Return 
from the Rhine encamped near Oxtenfen) into their re- 
fpective Quarters; the Secretary at War reviewed the 


Foot fome Days ago, and the Horfe Veſterday, fince 


when they have begun to march off; fo that the whole 
Camp will probably be difperfed by To-morrow. The 
Ratihcations of the Treaty lately concluded between the 
Crown of Denmark and this City of Hamburgh, were 


duly exchanged on the zsth Inftant, and the Senate 


here have publifhed an Edi&t (to take Place the 25th 
of June next Year) whereby the current Bank, and 
the Money Edict relating to it, are abolifhed, and the 
Danifh Coin reflored to the fame free Courfe which it 
had here till the Year 1710. His Danifh Majefty, 
upon figning the Ratifications above-mentioned, gave 
Orders for opening the Commerce with this City, and 
accordingly the Guards which were pofted to prevent 
the Exportation of any Goods from hence into the 
King of Denmark’s Dominions, were removed ; and 
it is now looked upon, that the whole Affai o’ the 
Difputes which have been fo long troublefome between 
his Danith Majefty and this Town, is as good as finifhed, 
what remains to be adjuſted by feparate Articles, being 
of no great Confequence, and there being no Doubt but 
the Senate will continue to ufe fuch a difcreet Behaviour 
in thofe and other Matters, that they. may entirely re- 
gain the good Graces of his Danith Majeity, and live 
in good Neighbourhogd with that Prince. Ihe Senate's 
Edict is dated the 14th, the Day that the King of Den- 
mark figned the Ratification of the Convention, but 
it was not publifhed till the Day following, and the 
fame Evening Orders were fent to Denmark to releale 
the Hamburgher Ships at Copenhagen. : 
Hague, June 25.0.8. The States of Holland now 
affembled, will feparate To-morrow, only for a few 
Days ; Wednefiay next being the ufual Time of their 
Meeting, when they will diſpoſe of the civiland military 
Employments now yacant in their Gift. There are 
many Sollictors for that of Secretary for Holland, 
which is faid to be worth 8 or 10,00@ Livres per Ann.
